“Asa (hundred winds on Morven; 
asthe streams of a hundred hills; as 
clouds fly’ successive over heaven; as 
the dark ocean assails the shores of 
the desert; so roaring; so vast, so ter- 
:-rible,. the armies mixed on Lena’s 
‘echoing heath, The ‘groan of;all the 
* people spread over the hills: it was 

like ‘the thunder of night, when the 

clouds ‘burst on Cana, and a thousand 

ghosts shriek at once on the hollow 
(Fingal -rushed on in his 
: spirit of 
Treanmor, when in a whirlwind he 
comes to Morven 'to see the children 
of his pride.” Thus has MacPherson 
translated the description of a simple 
battle, of which the (Celtic poet has 
made so much. What grandeur of 


wind, 
strength, terrible as the 


simile he employs ‘to fmpart a concep 

tion of the flercest of fights in which 

his Hero appears so conspicuously. 
It is impossible to preserve in dry 


translation the native simplicity, force 


_ and ‘beauty of Gaelic poetry. To those 
acquainted with the language; the 
representations are highly graphic 
and often sublime; but the feeling 
and felicity of description could not 
be clothed in'an English dress with 
out lamentable deterioration. 

Qanguage iis used to convey ideas 
and express action and feeling. In a 
_primitive tongue it does so empnati 
cally to a natural mind: when society 
becomes artificial, language undergoes 
a similar change. It is to be regret- 
ted that the beauties of ‘this language 
must remain unknown to most of you, 
but I would ibe happy to convey to you 
a general idea of the peculiar merit 
of Celtic poetry. The language fs hap 
pily adapted for metrical composition. 
and the people possess a  poeticai 
genius widely diffused throughout the 
community; for it is a fact that many 
of the bards were illiterate; some of 
the sweetest being ignorant of the 
ABC and lived in comparative obscur- 
ity In the humblest walls of life. The 
feeling which animated these plebeian 
composers. was reciprccated by the 
tastes of thelr countrymen, and many 


a popular song is the work of some 


obscure peasant or sea-faring man. 
The rebellions, particularly that con- 
ducted by Tearlach og ‘Stuart in 1745. 
inspired many an individual of both 
sexes with poetic fervour, who never 
before or after felt the same irresist- 
ible impulse to invoke the muse. 

The Gaelic moetry and music are 
usually of a melancholy cast, and this 
has been attributed to the ‘'tem'pera- 
ment of a depressed people. Such a 
character is absolutely unsuitable to 
a peoplewho have been characterized 
as high spirited, proud and pugna- 
cious. Yet the tender and affecting 
poems of the ancient bards, and the 
titles of popular airs have been consid- 
ered as satisfactory proofs of the jus- 
tice of this assertion. The unhappy 

* situation of Ossian will fully account 
for the plaintive character of most of 
his mleces, but admitting that the 
Muses are most frequently invoked in 
seasons of trouble and adversity, it 
will show undoubtedly a keenness of 
sensibility ‘towards affliction, but in 
no way will it show that the Highland- 
ers are maturally a querulous, deject- 
ed peovle. Poems-commemorative of 
calamity and distress took stronger 
hold on the memory, and more vower- 
fully excited a grave and reflective 
race. 

‘Dr. Beattie speaks thus on this sub- 
ject: “The Highlanders are a pictur- 
esque, ‘but in general a melancholy 
people. Long tracts of mountain des- 
ert, covered by G@ark ‘heath and often 
obscured by misty weather: narrow 
valleys. thinly inhabited, and ‘bounded 
‘by precipices, resounding with the fall 
of torrents: a soil so rugged, an‘ cli- 
mate so dreary as in many parts to 
admit neither the amusements of pas- 
turage nor the labors of agriculture:

RUSSIA GIVES 
BIG ORDER FOR 
CANADA FLOUR 


Toronto, February 12.—What  con- 
stitutes the largest order for flour 
ever givem at one time on this conti- 
nent was placed yesterday by Rus 
sian buyers with two Canadian mill- 
ing companies, says the Globe. The 
total business placed amounts to 
1,300,000 barrels, to be shipped as 
early as possible to Black Sea ports. 
Of this the (Maple Leaf Milling com- 
pany secured 1,150,000 barrels, with 
another Toronto ttcompany taking the 
balance. The transaction is on a 
cash basis, and it ig understood that 
the soviet autheritles have arranged 
credits at New York to cover this and 
previous orders. Further purchases 
are believed to be pending.

In the recent recommendations 
made ‘by the Royal Commission on the 
grain enquiry to the federal govern. 
ment, the Alberta government has 
gained a point long sought for in con- 
nection with the extension of the 
“free” time for loading grain at rail- 
way platforms. The period allowe/ 
previously was only 24 hours, while all 
other commodities had a leeway of 48 
hours.

He conduct- 
ed a genera} store in Red Deer until 
1908, the business being knowr as 
Ouimette & Wright, Joseph Wrigut ve- 
irg his partner He moved to Coue- 
man in 1908, where he has bean ever 
since. While in Red Deer he was an 
active member of the Board of Trade 
and an enthusiastic curler. He was 
also an active member of the Pre sby- 
terian ‘Church, Rev. Mr. Brown stat- 
ing in his remarks that he was the 
first man to take him by the hand fol- 
lowing his first Sermon in Red Deer 
seventeen years ago and congratulate 
him and to tell him to keep right on 
preaching like that and everything 
would be all right. 

Perhaps the most striking feature 
in the life of Mr. Ouimette was his 
Sreat love and veneration for the 
Masonic Order. Before coming west, 
he had the honor of being elected 
four times Master of his Lodge. He 
was the first Master of Kenilworth 
Lodge Red Deer, was District Deputy 
Grand Master while in Coleman, and 
at his death ‘held the position of Jun- 
jor Warden in the Grand Lodge.

Mineral production in Canada for 
1924 is estimated at $203,194,000, 
as compared with $214,079,831 in 
the preceding year, according to a 
preliminary statement issued by the 
Department of Mines. Metallic 
minerals accounted for $96,034,000 
of the total, followed by fuels and 
other non-metallics with $73,830,000, 
and structural materials and clay 
products with $33,330,000.

liament of Canada. It may be taken 
for granted, therefore, that this is in 


the first instance a solely Canadian 
problem. It is a difficult enough one, 
for while many have found fault with 
the Canadian Senate, there is no defi- 
nite or clear out alteration to _ it, 
which enjoys wide support in the 
minds of the people. Possibly an 
elected ‘Senate will be suggested witih 
a longer interval ‘between clections 
than that allowed for the House of 
Commons. This is, on the whole, the 
most usual constitution for second 
chambers in modern days, and is prov: 
ably more in accordance with popular 
feeling in Canada at present than the 
nominated life senatorships of the 
present constitution. It is to be 
feared that the present Senate has too 
ofen been used as a place of refuge or 
reward for weary or unsuccessful par 
ty politicians. The complete abolition 
of the second chamber will not have 
much support except from extremists, 
while anything like the British House 
of Lords would cause such a fierce 
scramble for peerages amongst aa 
democrats and their wives as to be: 
unthinkable.

THE WHEAT GAMBLING MANIA 


The sensational rise in the price of 
wheat and its rapid fall and fluctu- 
ations have engaged the attention of 
large numbers of people who usually : 
do not take much notice of such ; 
things. It is to be feared that there | 
has been a great deal of wholly unde- 
sirable gambling in wheat onthe part 
of those without either knowledge or 
resources for such risky operations. 
The experts of the grain exchange 
often enough make complete mistakes ! 
and suffer heavy Josses in such deal- 
ings. Tihe chance of success for the} 
amateur operators must be almost en- 
tirely a matter of luck. While it is 
difficult to see exactly how all! 
gambling in grain prices can be put a 
stop to, it is hardly possible to see 
any good in it, and this particularly | 
applies to the gambling on margins 
which constitutes so much of the 
amateur operations. Profits made in 
such operations are beyond question 
unearned profits made at the expense 
either of other gamblers, who de- 
serve no sympathy, or of the consum- 
ers of bread, who certainly do de- 
serve it. Flour has risen heavily in 
price, especially in 
other countries, which are large 
prices which rise quickly to the 
consumer have a trick of being very 
slow in falling again.

At such entertainments 
speeches have been made expressing 
irreproachable sentiments of mutual 
good will and respect, and the cer- 
tainty that nothing but profound 
peace will ever exist between the 
peoples on either side of the Pacific 
Ocean. 

There is a great deal that {is good 
about such international visits, es- 
pecially in the case of peoples be- 
tween whom there tends to be fric- 
tion. Mutual acquaintance between 
the men of great nations usually 
means mutual understanding and 
mutual respect, things which make for 
good will and peace. Only it is neces- 
sary not to overestimate their signifi- 
cance. The occasional short visits of 
warships or deputations do not get rid 
of and only temporarily obscure vital 
differences of interest. Speeches ex- 
pressing vague good will and general 
benevolence do not alter essential 
national policies. Before the Great 
War the navies and leading represen 
tatives of Germany and Great Britain 
exchanged many such visits at which 
sentiments were expressed which 
made the mere possibility of war ‘be- 
tween them seem an absurdity. Yet 
the world policy of Germany never 
wavered for a moment in its progress 
towards the ultimate disaster. 

No friendly visit of Japanese ships 
will alter the views of the people of 
California or British Columbia as to 
oriental immigration, or relieve the 
tremendous pressure of overpopula- 
tion in Japan. ‘What the visit may 
_ just possibly do is to help the people 
of the Canadian Coast and the Cana. 
dian ‘West generally to realize the 
utter helplessness of Canada to resist 
any oriental attack without external 
assistance. How long will the people: 
of Canada be satisfied with such a 
state of things or with a party and a 
government which seems to take a 
pride in it?

GLIMPSES INTO 
GELTIC POETRY 


(Continued from Page 1) 

the mournful dashing of waves along 
the ifirths and lochs that intersect the 
country; the portentous noises which 
every change of wind, and every in- 
crease of the waters is apt to raise in 
a lonely spot, full of echoes, and rocks 
and caverns, the grotesque and ghast- 
ly appearance of such a landscape by 
the light of 'the moon; objects like 
these diffuse a gloom over the mind 
and cannot fail to tincture the 
thoughts of a native in the hour of 
silence and solitude. What, ‘then, 
would it be more reasonable to expect 
from the fanciful tribe, from the musi- 
cians and poets of such a region? 
Strain of joys, tranquility or the softer 
passions? No; their style must ‘have 
been ‘better suited to their circum- 
stances, and so we find in fact their 
music is. The wildest irregularity 
appears in its composition; the ex- 
pression is ‘warlike and melancholy 
and approaches even to the terrible.” 

‘No doubt there is much truth in this, 


‘but it will not account for a similar 


character in the compositions of the 
Irish, whose country is comparatively 
cham paign, and who are blessed with 
a genial climate and a fruitful soil. 
Whence also the plaintive and tender 
melodies of the low country, and 
southern counties of Scotland. Both 
people were imbued with the same 
feelings. They used the same musical 
scale to poetry constructed on the 
same principle, 

The prevalence of poems which de- 
tail the solemnities of war, deaths of 
heroes, disappointments of lovers, 
ravages of storms, disasters at sea, 
etc., with melodies suitable, show that 
tragic events leave a deep and endur- 
ing impression; while convivial, hum- 
orous and satirical effusions are usu- 
ally forgotten with the persons or in- 
cidents from which they arose. The 
bards sought not to avoid the melan.- 
choly vein—they rather gave ‘way to 
the feeling, and in this mood many of 
their best productioss were executed. 
“Pleasant ds the joy of grief! it is 
likg the shower of spring when it 
softens the branch of the oak, and the 
young leaf lifts its green head. " The 
mind must be little susceptible of the 
softer feelings of human nature, which 
does not sympathise with the poet in 
his recital of a moving tale of woe. 
The sensitive bards are represented 
as at times ‘bedewing the harp strings 
with their teans, while repeating the 
sad story which the sterner chiefs 
could not listen to unmoved. 

“The Harper blest with lofty muse 

His Harp in briny flood imbues.” 

“Cease the lightly trembling sound. 
The joy of grief belongs to Ossian, 
amid his dark ‘brown years. Green 
thorn on the thill of ghosts that shak 
est thy head to mighty winds; I hear 
no sound in thee; Is there no spirit’s 
windy skirt now rustling in thy 
leaves? Often are tthe steps of the 
dead in the dark-eddying blasts; 
when the moon, a dun shield from the 
east, is rolled along the sky.” Beauti- 
fully does the Bard again express ‘him- 
self: “Iam alone at Lutha. My voice 
lis like the last sound of the wind 
when it forsakes the woods. But 
Ossian shall not be long alone. He 
sees the mist that shall receive ‘his 


| ghost—he beholds the cloud that shall 


form his robe when he appears on 
his hills. The sons of feeble men 
shall behold me, and admire the stat- 
ure of the Chiefs of old. They shall 
creep to their caves.” The closing 
' portion of the aged Bard’s wish is of 
a similar cast. Hast thou forsaken 
me, o pleasant dream. Return yet, one 
little glimpse return: thou will not 
hear me, alas!

QUEBEC LOWEST 
TAXED PROVINGE 


Premier Taschereau Gives the Figur- 
es}; Compares with Other Provinces 


Quebec, Feb. 12.—Contending that 
Quebec was the lowest taxed province 
in the Dominion, Premier Taschereau 
in the legislature yesterday, compared 
the financial condition of the different 
provinces and also took occasion to 
praise the province of Quebec. 

“Today,” said Mr. Taschereau, ‘we 
have the following in our province: 
The metropolis of Canada, the best 
highways system in the Dominion, 
half of the pulp and paper mills, the 
greatest dams of the country, the 
greatest private bank in the world, the 
greatest forests, the greatest river, 
the largest families and the greatest 
parliamentary majority.” 

If taxed on the basis of Ontario, the 
premier said, Quehec’s revenue would 
be $31,000,000 instead of $23,170,000; 
on Manitoba's, $45,000,000, the same as 
Saskatchewan's, and on Atherta’s, 
$44,000,000; New Brunswick’s, $26,000- 
0100, and Nova ‘Scotia's, $27,000,000. He 
also compared the per capita taxes of 
Quebec citles with those of other 
Canadian cities showing Quebec 
lowest.

GIANT GASSER ON 
RAMPAGE AGAIN 


Rogers-Imperial Well Breaks from 
Anchor; Can be Heard Five Miles 


iLethbridge, Feb. 12—Resembling an 
unleashed monster roaring from its 
subterranean fair, the giant Rogers- 
Imperial gasser im section 29-1-11, 
north of the Sweetgrass hills, is 
again on the rampage. 

Saturday morning the gas pressure 
carried away the water and sand hold- 
ing it down, burst away the cap and 
spouted into the air with a furious 
roar, heard five miles away. It was 
still flowing: through the opén hole 
when a party of officials of the Cana- 
dian Oil and Refining Company visited 
the well Tuesday. A. A. Nicas, who 
was among the party, said that the 
well appears to have increased its 
pressure very considerably, judging 
by the noise issuing from the well. 
Its intensity exceeds the deafening 
roar made by the monster when it 
came in Jast summer. Mud, rock and 
water were hurled from the hole, 
treating the derrick, engine house and 
adjacent building with a coat of silt 
before the well finally cleaned itself.

W. A. Applegate, of the Imperial Oil 
Company, and a force of men yester- 
day gave battle to the giant and it is 
‘believed they will have the well under 
contro! shortly. The policy of the 
Canadian Oil and Refining Company 
in connection with this well is still in 
doubt. There is a proposition being 
considered now for completion of the 
well at an early date, but no con- 
tracts have been signed. It is heliev- 
ed, however, the well will be carried 
deeper some time during the summer, 
also the Iperial No. 2 well, one mile 
north, which ceased drilling at 1,000 
feet.

Now at 
last comes a volume, well illustrated 
with photographs, which presents 
that history in its most palatable 
form—that is, in a form emphasiz- 
ing the human factor,—“The Ro- 
mance of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way,” by R. G. MacBeth (the Ryer- 


son Press, Toronto, $2.50). 
The author, who has a number of 


historical works to his credit, is 
singularly well equipped. Apart 
from his literary skill, he has the 
advantage of having lived in the 
Canadian West all his life. He has 
always been in close touch with the 
Canadian Pacific, though he _ is 
careful to point out that he has 
never been connected with it and 
has written and published his book 
independently. 

Mr. MacBeth here traces the amaz- 
ing story of the company’s develop- 
ment into the world’s greatest trans- 
portation system; of the steamships, 
of the telegraph and express; colon- 
ization; irrigation; hotels and bun- 
galow camps; of its war service 
and of all its activities, with a wealth 
of interesting detail which illustrates 
the brilliant administrative and or- 
ganizing ability of its executive. 

Canadians should be proud, as 
Mr. MacBeth reminds them, that 
their country approved the construc- 
tion of this pioneer transcontinental 
when the population was only 4,000,- 
000, though the United States had 
not dared to undertake a_ similar 
road till she had ten times that num- 
ber. The frightful difficulties, poli- 
tical, technical and financial, through 
which the company’s sponsors and 
founders fought their way to victory 
are well summarized. For instance, 
it is recalled that sections of the line 
north of Lake Superior cost $500,- 
000 a mile to build, and a muskeg 
east of Winnipeg swallowed seven 
tracks before it was conquered. The 
author shows that the triumphant 
accomplishment of the work was es- 
pecially creditable because it took 
place in a period of immense depres- 
sion. 

Sir William Van Horne, general 
manager and later president, that 
man of tireless energy, vision and 
determination, is the central figure 
in the volume and there are many 
anecdotes illustrating his versatile 
character. But all the other yreat 


men of the company — Mount 
Stephen, Shaughnessy, Beatty, An- 
gus and a host of others—receive 
their due.

Alberta Benefits from Big Flour Order 


Alberta flour mills will receive 
direct benefit, it is expected, from the 
large order placed by the Russian gov- 
ernment with ‘Canadian mills for more 
than $12,000,000 worth of flour. The 
order is to be filled by the Maple Leaf 
Milling Co., which has a mill at Medi- 
cine Hat, Alberta, and by the Western 
Canada Flour Mills Co., which has 
mills at Calgary and Edmonton. 

New Sugar Factory 


It is now practically certain that 
the beet sugar factory proposed to be 
erected in Alberta by the Utah-Idaho 
Sugar Co., will be located at Raymond, 
and will have a capacity of 1,000 tons 
of beets a day. 

Trainioad of Export Cattle 


‘A train of 35 cars of choice export 
cattle was billed out of the Edmonton 
Stock Yards recently for markets in 
Glasgow, Manchester and elsewhere, 
including a consignment of steers to 
Belgium. The shipment was made by 
the Livestock Producers Ltd. 

Road Program for 1925 


Tenders for several contracts for 
the 1925 provincial government road 
work are to be called for within the 
next week or two, according to an an- 
nouncement by Hon. Alex Ross, Minis+ 
ter of Public Works. One of the con- 
tracts will be for another 70 miles of 
permanent construction on the Cal- 
gary-Edmonton highway. The ‘balance 
of the work on the highway will be 
completed next year. Further gravel- 
ling work is also to be done on the 
Banff highway. Three crews have 
ibeen at work almost constantly since 
last season gravelling roads in the 
south part of the province. 

United Irrigation District Has Good 
’ Year 

A successful season in 1924 is re- 
ported by the United Irrigated district, 
in the vicinity of ‘Cardston, Alberta. 
The district trustees have met their 
obligations for the year and have a 
balance in the bank. The average 
value per alcre of the production on 
the project in 1924 was $29.13, taking 
into account crops both on Jrrigated 
and non-irrigated lands in the dis- 
trict. The C-P.R. is now applying for 
a charter for a branch line of railway 
which will traverse the district. 

Pools Getting Under Way 

Campaigns will start shortly for 
signers to contracts for the new dairy 
and livestock pools now being formed 
in the province. Literature on the 
pools is now being distributed, and the 
co-operation of the U.F.A. locals, 
boards of trade, banks, etc., is being 
sought. 

Many Requests for Millinery Courses 

As an evidence of the popularity of 
the millinery short courses now being 
put on in rural districts by the wom- 
en's extension service of the provin- 
cial government, more than 270 re- 
quests have been received from 
U.F.W.A. locals, branches of the wom- 
en's institute and other organizations 
for these courses, the majority of 
which are from three to five days. 
Mrs. Nye, an instructress in this work, 
has arranged an itinerary starting 
next week at Calgary, and covering 
the following in the order mentioned: 
Granum, Barnwell, Purple Springs, 
Vulcan, Blackie, Gleichen, where 
three separate courses will be held, 
between (March 17 and 27, Watts, 
Oyen, Sibbald, Crossfield, Didsbury, 
Lacombe, Botha (two courses), Hux- 
ley and Conjuring Creek.
